In 
testing Rye-killed timber—that Is. tim¬ 
ber which had its bark destroyed by 
i Are hot severe enough, to entirely 
consume the tree, and which, left lt> 
standing it was found to be thorough¬ 
ly sound and, to all intents and pur¬ 
poses, thoroughly Seasoned lumber. It 
was determined that If .such lumber It 
cut within the first year after it is In- 
lured it c’ati be usee for any purpose 
for which, the original Wood is satis¬ 
factory, but if allowed to stand the 
timber checks so badly that it can¬ 
not be worked up to advantage. It 
has also been disclosed by Investiga¬ 
tions undertaken that good railroad 
ties have been made from timber that 
In some instances was killed BO years 
ago;—Philadelphia Record,
